Ceneral findings

Hawai i ' s housi ng stock was estimated at 407,606 units as of April 1
1992, in the annual housing survey conducted by the Departnment of Business,
Econoni ¢ Devel opment & Tourism During the preceding 12 nonths, the inventory
grew by 9,281 units, or 2.3 percent. The increase since 1982 was 60, 880 units,
or 17.6 percent.

Honeowner ship rates, never very high in Hawaii, rose only nodestly
during the decade, from4l.4 percent in 1982 to 42.0 percent ten years |later
The nunber of owner occupied units increased 19.3 percent over the decade,
conpared with 16.3 percent for units occupied by renters or vacant. These
honeowner shi p figures are based on persons claimng taxpayers' hone exenptions;
rates obtained in the decennial censuses are significantly higher

Al t hough the proportion of units found to be owner occupi ed has changed
but little in recent years, major shifts have occurred in the ownership of the
| and beneat h these homes and apartments. Owner occupied units on land owned in
fee sinple rose from30.6 percent of total housing stock in 1982 to 36.0
percent a decade later, reflecting a 38.1 percent growh in the nunber of such
units. Owner occupied units on leased land, in contrast, actually declined
34.2 percent, from 10.8 percent of the inventory in 1982 to 6.0 percent in
1992. This shift in part stems fromthe conversion of single-famly |ots under
the provisions of the State Land Reform Act of 1967. Since the passage of that
| egi sl ation, approximtely 12,824 | easehold |ots have been converted to fee
simple. 1/

Private renter occupi ed and vacant units continued to outnunber al
ot her types, accounting for 51.1 percent of the total housing stock in both
1982 and 1992. Units owned by the Federal governnent, in contrast, dropped
from5.6 percent of all housing to 4.8 percent. Mst of this Federal housing
was |located on mlitary and naval installations. State and county owned units
meanwhi | e i ncreased by 30.2 percent, from 1.9 percent of total inventory in
1982 to 2.1 percent ten years |later

Most of the housing units in Hawaii were on Gahu, both in 1992 and a
decade earlier, but increases on the Neighbor Islands far exceeded those on
CGahu. The Gty and County of Honolulu accounted for 74.0 percent of all units
in 1982 and 70.9 percent in 1992. The ten-year increase anounted to 31.9
percent on the Neighbor Islands but only 12.5 percent on Gahu. Anong Hawaii's
t hree nonnetropolitan counties, the Big Island recorded the nost rapid growt h,
with 42.6 percent, followed by Maui at 27.2 percent and Kauai at 18.0 percent.

Many private rental units are condom nium apartnents in rental pools
i ntended for tourist use. Such acconmpdations nmade up 5.0 percent of the
housi ng stock in 1991, conpared with 4.2 percent ten years earlier
Definitions and met hodol ogy

The estimates reported here were based on the 1980 and 1990 housi ng



censuses, annual building and denolition permt data from county buil ding
departnments, and information supplied by government agencies providing housing,
chiefly the arned forces and Hawaii Housing Authority.

The U S. Bureau of the Census has defined a housing unit as a house, an
apartment, a nobile hone or boat, a group of roons or a single roomoccupied as
separate living quarters or, if vacant, intended for occupancy as separate
living quarters. Separate living quarters are those in which the occupants
live and eat separately from any other persons in the building and which have
direct access fromoutside the building or through a cormon hall. The
occupants may be a single famly, one person living alone, two or nore famlies
living together, or any other group of related or unrel ated persons who share
living arrangenents. Both occupi ed and vacant housing units are included in
the housing unit inventory, except that recreational vehicles, boats, tents and
the like are included only if they are occupi ed as soneone's usual place of
resi dence. 2/

The npst anbi guous aspect of this definition is its treatnment of
condom ni um apartnents intended or used primarily for tourist occupancy.
Cccupi ed roons or suites of roonms in hotels, notels and similar places are
classified as housing units only when occupi ed by permanent residents. Vacant
roonms or suites of roons are classified as housing units only in those hotels,
nmotels, and simlar places in which 75 percent or nore of the accommvodati ons
are occupi ed by permanent residents. 3/ Mst condom niumunits occupi ed by or
hel d for nonresidents seemto have been included in the count, at least in
1980, al though apparently to a nuch | esser degree in 1990. Conparison of the
two censuses suggests distinct differences in coverage and cl assification
bet ween t hem

Annual changes since 1980 in the stock of private housing were
estimated from buil ding and denolition permt figures supplied by county
buil di ng departnents, as |lagged to reflect the average interval between
i ssuance of permt and conpletion of construction or razing, and fromtransfers
to or fromgovernnment ownership. It was assuned that nine nonths el apsed, on
t he average, between the authorization and conpletion dates of a structure with
three or nore housing units. For one- or two-unit structures and al
denmolitions, a three-nonth | ag was assunmed. Although these [ ags may be
unrealistically short for the large single-famly subdivisions and high-rise
apartments that have nmade up a large part of the construction boons of the
1970s and 1980s, |engthening them would have a rel atively nodest effect on the
annual totals for the housing inventory. The annual changes in government
housi ng units were obtained fromthe agencies in charge of such units and
refl ected actual rather than assunmed conpl etion dates. These data on the
reported components of change in the private and public inventory indicated a
Statewi de net intercensal (1980-1990) increase of 68,409 housing units,
conpared with an actual growth (as shown by the census) of 55,575. It should
further be noted that annual counts of the standing governnent inventory
i ndicated a 12-nonth, 1991-1992 net increase of 852 units while data submtted
on the conponents of change added to a net gain of 856 governnment units.

Al 1981-1989 estimates reported here have been revised in the Iight of
the 1990 census. The previously cal cul ated postcensal estimates were adjusted
by a formul a adapted from one used by the Bureau of the Census in intercensa
popul ation estimation and cited at the end of the previous report. 4/

As noted earlier, the annual estimates of honeownership, separately for
units on owned and | eased | and, were taken fromreal property taxation



statistics on persons claimng taxpayers' honme exenption. Although these
total s m ght reasonably be expected to lie close to the decenni al housing
census statistics on owner occupied units -- the two series, after all, are

al nrost identically defined -- such is surprisingly not the case. In 1990, for
exanpl e, the real property records indicated a State total of only 167, 567
honeowners, just 87.3 percent of the nunmber (191, 911) indicated by the
decenni al census. The latter ratio also varied by counties, from 78.3 percent
in Maui County to 89.0 percent on Oahu. Earlier censuses noreover reveal ed
simlar discrepancies. These variations are especially surprising in view of
the sizable tax savings to be realized by claimng the exenption; any

di fferences, obviously, should be expected to fall in the opposite direction
Al t hough census officials strongly support the accuracy of the census count,
the present study uses the tax-based data, partly because of their annua
availability and partly because this source, unlike the decennial census,

A second question on data reliability relates to the accuracy of the
annual counts of resort condomniumunits. The series cited in the present
report is taken fromthe Hawaii Visitors Bureau's Visitor Plant Inventory,
conduct ed annual ly beginning in February. The HVB statistics have regularly
provi ded separate totals for condom niumunits in rental pools for tourist
occupancy, and begi nning in 1990 have noreover shown separate figures for

"condos" and "hotel/condos." (The pre-1990 data apparently conbi ned the two
categories.) Unfortunately, the HVB survey has seem ngly varied rather wdely
fromyear to year in conpleteness and accuracy. It is noreover unclear as to

how fully these units are represented in the 1980 and 1990 housi ng censuses and
the building permt data used in the postcensal and intercensal housing stock
esti mat es.

Detailed statistics appear in the following tables. Table 1 presents
annual estimates of the total housing inventory, 1980-1992, correspondi ng data
fromthe Honol ulu Departnent of Finance real property records (which provide
coverage for each of the four counties) on owner occupied units, and data from
gover nment agencies on units in public ownership. Annual intercensal and
postcensal estinmates of total units by counties appear in table 2. Table 3
contains figures fromthe Hawaii Visitors Bureau on condom niumunits in renta
pools for transient use, and al so on the remai nder of the housing stock, by
counties. Estimates for 1990, 1991, and 1992, by tenure and control by
county, are given in table 4. Table 5 presents building permt statistics by
counties, and table 6 contains data on the conponents of change in the
i nventory. Governnent units are tabulated in table 7.

The present estimtes were nade as part of an annual review of changes
in the housing supply in Hawaii, initiated early in 1954 and extended at that
time back to 1940. 5/ In the past decade, these estinmates have been prepared
by the Hawaii State Departnent of Business, Econom c Devel opnent & Touri sm and
its predecessor agencies, primarily fromdata provided by the armed forces,
county buil ding departnents, Hawaii Housing Authority, and other federal, state
and county agencies. The assistance of these agencies is gratefully
acknow edged.
